The Financial News says boards and governments 
are engaging lawyers to sue offending independents for 
infractions of the act, and that the independents, in 
some cases organized, fight back vigorously ia the 
tame way. 

All this. The Financial ’News points out, il to 
typical of the outcome of compulsory marketing acts 
m a country which is peopled by citizens who have 
long considered themselves free. It is the experience 
of Great Britain and in the United States. Voluntary 
co-operatives, m a few cases where sound business prac¬ 
tices are followed, succeed. Too often, they fail. 
Their failure they ascribe to cut-throat, renegade com¬ 
petition and they strive to cover up inefficiency with 
the mantle of legal monopoly. Governments frequently 
have yielded to pressure of producing groups to grant 
monopolies—and bitter conflict hat ever been the 
result. 

The fight is carried on as between the two factions 
of producers, but the great neutral third party is the 
public. Numerically, this third party dominates all

At nights s man goes about on s 
bicycle and lights all the gas lamps 
Nothing much seems to have changed 
gt Cambridge. In the long summer 
evenings, when It does not get dark 
here until 10 o'clock, hundreds play 
cricket on those loveiy open spaces, 
Parker's Pieces and Christ’s Pisces, 
which are situated almost In the heart 
of the city: Hundreds swim in the 
river until almost dark. Canoes fepd 
boats cruise| slowly up and down, 
their occupants all in^ white. Each 
canoe or punt has Its gramophone and 
of course everyone has a Picnic sup¬ 
per somewhere along the banks, 
which are never more than slzty-flre 
feet apart. The Cam Is any¬ 
thing btit a large river, but It baa an 
air of intimacy that few others have. 

The streets and the lanes. "The 
Backs'* and the Pieces of Captbrldg? 
have known more famous-Then than 
probably any other university town, 
not even excepting Oxford; although 
Oxford people will probably tell you 
otherwise. You alt on a bench by the 
river and cannot help but wonder 
--mho was sitting on the same- bench 
St the same time a century ago. Even 
the benches In the parks have that 
•ppetranie of age. 

THE CHAPEL of King’s College Is 
1 no doubt the architectural gem 
of Cambridge. It surely must be one 
of the most magnificent of such 
buildings In England. Fortunately It 
has been kepi free of memorials and 
busts snd plaques and tombs which 
so clutter up the other sacred edifices 
of England. There is no electric light 
and evening services are carried on 
while hundreds of candles gleam from 
the walls snd the choir stalls. An 
•vensor.-j service In this lovely chape!, 
really a cathedra! In miniature, is 
something that one wlU not soon for- 
get. 

It was King Henry VI who planned 
the chapel of King's College. He was 


only eighteen when be began his I 
foundation of s college at Cambridge. 
That was in 1440. He laid the first ’ 
stone of the chapel on 8 t.
